CANADA MAY 
LOSE MOTOR 


N. Zealand Premier Hopes 
Dominion Will Still 
Take Butter

WELLINGTON, N. Z., Aug. 
Premier Forbes stated today that un- 
less Canada was prepared to purchase 
New Zealand butter, the New Zea- 
land government may be compelled to 
consider withdrayal of the application 

}of the British preferential tariff on 
motor cars imported from Canada. 

It was unfortunate, the Prime Min- 
ister said, that the importation of | 
New Zealand butter had been made an 
| issue in the recent general election, 
| but he hoped better councils would | 
| eventually prevail as he did not want | 
j to adopt retaliatory measures. 

Canada, he said. had the advantage 
of being able to get her manufactured 
goods into New Zealand as British | 

| goods. This being of tremendous ad- 
| vantage, particularly to Canada’s 
| motor industry, which is closely allied 
| with the American motor car industry. 
| WAS MAJOR ISSUE 
IN LAST ELECTION 
| OTTAWA, Aug. 16—The large} 
| Quantities of New Zealand butter com- | 
ing into Canada was one of the major 
issues in the recent general election 
campaign in this country. Many pol- 
| tical observers are inclined to think 
it had much to do with the defeat of 
| the government. 

Some years ago the Canadian gov- 
ernment entered 
with the Australian government to 
give special preference in the matter 
of trade. One of these provisions was 
that butter should be permitted to 
enter Canada from Australia at one 
cent a pound instead of the regular 
rate under the British preference of 


three cents. The provisions of this 
treaty were later extended to New 
Zealand by order-in-council., The 


budget brought down by Hon. C. A 
Dunning on May 1 contained the an- 
nouncement that the necessary

it would terminate on October 12. It 
j}was hoped that in the meantime a 
new trade agreement would be reach- 
ed.

LESS WHEAT 


The International Institute of Agri- 
culture at Rome reports that the world’s 
wheat crop is likely to be about a mil- 
lion metric tons less than that of last 
year, and about a quarters of a million 
metric tons above the five-year average. 

Reductions are also forecast in the 
yields of rye, barley, and oats. To 
which may be added that the drought 
has withered the corn crop of the United 
States to a serious extent. The smaller 
volumes of these other grains available 
will react to strengthen the demand for 
wheat. 

Whatever it may amount to in cents 
per bushel, this glimpse at world crop 
conditions would seem to suggest an en- 
couraging hope that the Canadian 
wheat grower may get a more satisfac- 
tory price for the crop that is now rip- 
ening than he did for that of last year, 
or that he at least may not have to of- 
fer his wheat to buyers who know that 
they can get more than they require 
from other sources. 


THE KING’S PERSONAL CODE 


News despatches indicate that His 
Majesty, King George, has a personal 
code of living which he has compressed 
into six simple rules. These have been 
commented upon by various United 
States papers. It can therefore be as- 
sumed that the sentiments expressed 
rave found favor with our cousins be- 
‘ow the line. The rules, quoted origin- 
llv from the Churchman, are these: 

1. Teach me to be obedient to the 
; of the game. 

2. Teach me to distinguish between 
sentiment and sentimentality, admiring 
the one and despising the other 

3. Teach me neither to proffer nor to 
receive cheap praise. 

4. If I am called upon to suffer, let 
me be like a well-bred beast that goes 
away to suffer in silence 

5. Teach me to win, if I may; if I 
may not, teach me to be a good loser 

6. Teach me neither to cry for the 
moon nor to cry over spilt r 

Commenting on these rules the 
Charleston, S. C., News and Courier, 
Says: ‘‘To follow these rules is not sim- 
ple, but the evidence that George V. has 
followed them is ample. His honest 
compliance with his code is revealing of 
the hold he has upon the people of his 
kingdom 

“If royalty in other lands were try- 
ing to follow the code of King George 
it would be in better case. If the new 
King of Rumania were obedient to the 
rules of the game, his queen would not 
be a tragic figure, virtually compelled 
to make a choice that is no choice, to 
bear up under a grievous affliction.”

That there is a heavy migration in 
either direction is plain enough to any- 
one who takes the trouble to look at a 
passing freight. The tourist traffic of 
the season is undoubtedly “riding the 
bumpers” this year to a quite appreci- 
able extent. But that the coast cities are 
getting the worst of the interchange is 
not the case 

A survey of the east and west-bou 
freights supplies pretty conclusive evi- 
dence that the eastward flight is the 
heavier. For the reason, no doubt, that 
there still survives 4 tradition that the 
prairie country needs an army of im- 
ported harvesters every summer. That 
's no longer the case, but the supposition 
lingers, and it is impelling thousands of 
men to make their way to the prairies in 
hope of finding work in the harvest 
fields. 

The disappearance of th's annual de- 
mand for great numbers of casual la- 
borers from the other provinces is a 
major reason why mid-summer finds 
unemployment in many cities. The com- 
bine has displaced hand labor on the 
farms, as other machines have displaced 
it in factories. It is to the interest of 
all concerned to recognize that the 
wheat belt no longer needs, or has em- 
ployment for, any great number of non- 

resident men in harvest time.

ORDERS FROM MOSCOW 

Moscow has sent out a “clarion call” 
to communists in other countries to 
paralyze any efforts which foreign gov- 
ernments may make to intervene in the 
course of events in China. The instruc- 
tions are addressed particularly to work- 
ers in factories and ports; and in plain 
language they amount to admonitions 
to these workers to go on strike, resort 
to sabotage, or adopt any other means 
possible to prevent any action which 
would interfere with the program of 
slaughter and pillage that is being car- 
ried out by the reds in China. 

Moscow, as might be assumed, is 
more than passively satisfied with the 
progress of the new revolutionary 
movement in the ancient empire. Or- 
dered government anywhere and every- 
where is the thing it hates and fights. 
Violence and outrage are the means it 
employs and approves to bring about 
the Soviet milleneum. That thousands 
of Chinese are being massacred, and 
that hundreds of foreigners are imper- 
illed, means the same to Stalin as to 
Trotsky. The Soviet leaders aim to 
paint the world red—with blood. That 
is what is being done in China—by their 
agents. 

We may now expect throughout 
Canada and the United States a prompt 
revival of tke cry, “hands off China”; 
quite regardless of the fact that no for- 
eign power has any notion of interven- 
ing there beyond the extent that may 
be necessary to rescue foreigners from 
murder. Moscow's agents in these 


countries must shout what Moscow 
says, and when. If they failed to shout 
they would be struck off the pay-roll 
and have to go to work.

TAN AND FRECKLES 


A great many of my readers ask 
how to bleach faces, arms and shoul- 


ders that freckle and tan easily, Some 
types of skin tan when exposed to the 
sun, others burn and blister, while 
others freckle. The treatment for 
summer tan and freckles includes pre- 
ventive measures as well as remedies 
to apply after the skin has been tan- 
ned, burned or freckied. The wise 
woman will approach the problem of 
these summer blemishes from both 
angles. 

For example, sun baths are benefi- 
cial for the whole body, but before 
taking a sun bath or exposing any 
part of the body to the sun's rays 
one should apply to the skin a gen- 
erous coating of cream or lotion and 
face powder. Stearate of zinc, tal- 
cum or your particular brand of face 
powder will act as a protective agent. 
It is not wise to expose the skin to 
the heat of the sun without some 
such protection, While the sun's 
rays are very healthful and beneficial 
to the skin and to the whole sys- 
tem, like every other good thing, their 
application can be overdone, Don't 
deliberately cook yourself in the hot 
sun, 


On coming indoors after being out 
in the sun, cleanse the skin with a 
soothing cold cream or oll (equal 
parts of linseed oil and limewater 
may be used for sun-burned skin), 
Apply the soothing cream, lotion or 
oil generously and leave it on for 
several minutes, then wipe it off with 
a clean, soft cloth or, better still, with 
® pad of clean absorbent cotton that 
has been squeezed out in hot water. 


| Tissue Squares may be used also to 


remove the cream or oil if you wish. 
After the cleansing, pat on a mild 
lotion for sunburned skin. Here is a 
suitable one that may be used regu- 
larly, 

Two ounces milk of almonds, 10 
drops simple tincture of beneoin, 1 
ounce cologne water, 8 ounces rose- 
water, Mix well, Apply with a piece 
of clean absorbent cotton and allow 
it to dry on the skin,

Of War Veterans’ | 
Act Are Outlined 


Under Provisions of 


Act Allowances Are 


Payable to Veterans Who Saw Actual 
Service in the Great War 


With the War Veterans’ 
act passed at the Ir * session of par- 
lament before the election coming 
into effect on September 1, and with 
many veterans also making enquiries 
as to the regulations of the Alberta 
provincial act under which applica- 
tion may be mad> for assistance to 


the children of ex-service me: who 
require aid in further training, 
Arthur Wakelyn, provincial secretary 
of the Canadian Legion B.E.S.L. in 
Alberta, has asked the Edmonton 
Bulletin to make these particulars 
known. 


War Veterans Allowance Act 

Under this act and subject to the 
provisions {t contains, allowances are 
payable to veterans of the Great war 
(1914 to 1921) who saw service in 
an actual theatre of war, Men who 
saw service in Canada or England 
only are not eligible unless they are 
pensioned or have received a final} 
payment for a disability of 5 per cent 
or more in lieu thereof, 

The application must have attained 
the age of 60 years or be permanently 
unemployable by reason of physical 
and, or, mental disability. The act 
contains reservations as to income, re- 
stricts the amount payable to $20.00 
per month to a single man or £40.00 
a month to a married man, and re- 
quires one year's residence in Canada 
immediately prior to the application. 

Where to Apply 

In Alberta the men should apply to 
the Department of Pensions and Na- 
tional Health, elther at Calgary or 
Edmonton, for a preliminary applic- 
tion form. 

Any prospective applicant in doubt 
as to the operation of the act can 
receive full information from any 
chartered branch of the Legion tn 
Alberta. 

Benefits for Children 

Under the terms of the Alberta Pro- 

vincial Act for assistance to the chil-

Ore of the important reasons for 
overheating of the engine at this time 
of the year is clogging of the cooling 
system wih rust scale and lime de- 
posits that should have been cleaned 
out last spring. Sometimes even 
spring cleaning, if not done thorough- 
ly. won't avail ard it may become ne- 
cestary for the motorist to repeat the 
cleaning process now. 

The pasasges in the radiator core 
are very smal] and therefore are liable 
to become clogged easily with the least 
accumulation of rust, sludge and scale 
in the system. Therefore the last sign 
of a quickly heating engine should 15 
a warning to give the system a thor- 
ough cleanirg

On an average, cleaning of the cool- 


ing system needs only semi-annual a‘- | 
the anti-| 


tention—in spring. when 
freeze is drained out, and in the fall 
when it is restored. But if a car its 
driven hard and covers more than av- 
erage mileage in a few months, there 
should be intermediate draining and 
cleaning in the middle of summer and 
the middle of win‘er. 

| The accumulation in the 
posits on the inside of a tea kettle, 
/after it has been filled and refilled 
numerous times. Just as a houscwife 
has to cleanse this out thoroughly, the 
motorist’ must do likewise with his 


car's cooling system. Even more s0, for | 


he has to contend with an additional 
accumulation of rust from the ergine 
| block, and it doesn’t teke much of this 
to block the entire system and cause 
overheating of the engine 


Cleaning the cooling system is sim- 
ple. First, drain the system of what- 
ever liquid is in it. Then dissolve half 
a pound cf bakink soda, or sal soda, in 
a gallon of water and pour that into 
the system, If the system takes more 
|water than that add the difference, 
with a proportionate amount of soda 
dissolved in it 

With the bottom pet-cock closed and 
the radiator cap locked, run the engine 
for about 15 minutes. Then drain 

The engine should be started again 
and, while it is running, with the 
lower pet-cock open, water should be 
kept pouring into the system from the 
top for another 15 minutes. This can 
be done by means of a hose connec- 
tion to the house water supply, with 
the water running just about as fas) 
as it drains, 

After this, the pet-cock may be shut 
and the system refilled with fresh wa- 
tr. *. . . 

If the drained water reveals a radi- 
ator and éngine block wi.h a heavy 
accumulation of rust and lime scale 
it may be advisable to uncouple the 
lower hese connection, after the en- 
gine had been run with the soda solu- 
tion, and shoot water upward into the 
radiator from below. The radia‘or cap 


should be locked during this operation, | 


and there should be a slight force be- 
hind the water. 

The pressure, however, must not be 
too heavy—only about 10 to 20 pounds 
—and it must not be maintained for 
any considerable length of time or it 
would force leaks in the radiator core 
The upward flow at this pressure 
should be maintained for only about 
two minutes, ard the water allowed 
to drain quickly through the wide hose 
opening. This would also permit the 
water in the system to rush out quick- 
ly, taking with it whatever rust and 
scale could not get out through the 
pet-cock 


This precess should be repeated 
with care until the water come: 
through clean 

In closing the system, the hose cor 


nection should be replaced with nev 
ones if they show any signs of deteri- 
oration,

Machine With Clockwork 
Brain to Guide Bomb- 
ing Plane

a| LONDON, Aug. 11.—A winged death 


| machine, despatched from afar, defy- 
ing all defence and raining meretless 
from the sky on some great enemy 
| city—this is the latest contribution of 
| science to the horrors of war, It is a@ 
giant armoured airplane that operates 
without a crew, its single engine and 
| course being controlled by a clock- 
| work “brain.” 
| Writing in The Daily Mail, Harry 
| Harper describes the new weapon as 
ja hollow metal hull which will con- 
tain no space for any human occu- 
pant. It will simply be a receptacle 
for a heavy load of bombs. On either 
side of the taper'ng stream-lined body 
will be metal wings; in the bow will 
be an engine and propellor which will 
| operate automatically; and at the rear 
will be control surfaces which will 
| also be automatic in their action, In- 
sde the hull. placed carefully in a 
protected and armoured  conteiner, 
| will be the mechanical “brain” which 
will control this winged bomber as itt 
rushes through the air. The gyro- 
scopes in the mechanical “brain” will 
establish electrical contacts instantly 
the machine shows any tendeney to 
deviate from its course, and those in 
turn will cause a compressed air mec- 
hanism to function, which will move 
| ailerons, elevators, or rudders, and 
so keep the pilotless craft in equil'b- 
|rium upon an accurate course. 
| For governing the action of the 
| “brain,” 
| installed, which will be set beforehand 
to operate at any given time. After 
a predetermined distance has been 
flown, ths will cause the engine to 
stop. and the manless machine, with 
its deadly load, tilts downward and 
rushes headlong to earth, It ts now 
| passible to combine with the gyro- 
| scope form of control another device 
which operates in much the same way 
os do the paper music-rolls which we 
pass through our automatic pienos. 
| Obtain ng meterological data as to the 
wind-strength and other conditions at 
varying altitudes along 
which the serial Robot {s to follow, 
those controlling the flight of the 
winged projectile, will perforate a 
paper strip before it is launched.
